HEADED FOR ATLANTA,

Clark Grimth Leaves Here for the Training
Camp With Several Players <Others
Wil Come On From the West —Connle
Mack Talks of His Team's (hanees.

The New York Americans began their
campaign of 1007 yesterday when Clark Grif-
fith and several of his crack ball players left
here for the training quarters at Atlanta.
It was a day that Griff had been longing for
during the past month and when the order
to pick up grips and bat bags was issued
in the club’s ofMces in the Flatiron Build-
Ing at about 4 o'clock everybody seemed
happy. Griffith had been busy all day ar-
ranging the final details, receiving telegrams
fromi the players who left simultaneously
from their Western homes and sending out
instructions to the hotel and railroad people
who will handle the great team during the
trip. Willie Keeler, the star right flelder,
was the first to show up at the Flatiron Build-
ing. He had three bats with him that he
would not trade for anything in the world.
As he put them in a corner of the office and
also dropped a heavy grip he smiled all over

“I'm ready, Griff!" said Willie. “"When do
we go?”

“Don't be m a hurry!” replied the mana-
ger. “There's an hour or so yet!” Then a
fanning bee heganinearnest, and when Keeler
was asked about the team's prospects he
said that he was not much of a prophet, but
that he believed New Yorkers would see
some great ball playing up at American
T.eague Park this year. Keeler has been
playing in fast company for nearly fifteen
years, but he has not aged a bit, He looks
well in spite of recent lliness and as he always
takes the hest care of himself it will not be
long before he is at top speed. Following
Keeler came Jack Kleinow, the auburn haired
catcher, who has been coaching the Colum-
bia College players. Kleinow did not play
up to the handle last yvear because of poor
physical condition, but he has been in ex-
cellent health this winter and told GrifMith
that he would be ready to jump into the game
at the very outset.

Walter Clarkson, the former Harvard
pitcher, who has taken on much weight since
he was here last fall, also reported to the
manager and said that he was anxious to get
into the fray. Clarkson will have more work
to do in the box this year than ever before,
according to Griffith’s plan, for the Jatter
bellevea that the former Harvard man has
had enough experience and is sufficiently
well seasoned to take his regular turn on the
firing line. Clarkson did splendid work
toward the end of last season and his fellow
players were then convinced that he would
prove unusually effective this season.

Danny Hoffman and George Moriarity wera
also In time to take the trip. Hoffman, who
is one of the fastest baserunners in the country,
was not in shape to play his best game until
last fall. His trouble with the Philadelphia
Americans seemed to have hampered him when
he first joined the New York team, but before
the season ended he was a whirlwind and now
looks like a fixture in centre fleld. Moriarity
is considerad by many good judges to be too
good a player to warm the bench. But from
present indications he will be used as a subsati-
tute inflelder unless Laporte does not fill the
bill at third base. Moriarity is a heavy hitter
and can also play first base and the outfleld
in a pinch, so that his value to the team can
be readily appreciated. These men left for
Atlanta on the 4:30 train over the Pennsylvania
road in a private car, with Conroy, Williams
and Orth slated to meet them at different
points on the way.

GriMith =aid that he expected Chase and
allof the other men toshow upat Atlanta within
A day or two, with the possible exception of
Rickey, the new catcher secured from St.
Louis, who is conching a college team at Dela-
ware, Ohio. When Rickey took this job he
gave his word that he would remain there
until May 12, but he wired Grifith vesterday
that if he could receive permission to break
the engagement he would start at once for the
training camp. Rickey, by the way, has re-
ligious scruples about plaving ball on Sundayv
and will be excused on those days by the New
York club. (heshro, true to his word, did not
show up, but his absence did not seem to
worry Grifith or Owner Farrell, who was on
hand to wish the players the best of good
luck.

Before leaving for the South on Saturday
Connie Mack, the manager of the Philadel-
phia Americans, said: “We lost the pennant
iast year chiefly because our pitchers sud-
denly slumped and we had to experiment
too much at third base. | believe these two
problems have been solved. We expect
Waddell, Plank and Bender to show the form
which won the pennant in 1905. This is no
idle prophecy. Whenever these men are in
good condition they pitch winning ball. Their
records in the past show that and we know
that they are In proper shape this season.
At third base we have Jimmy Burke, a sea-
soned player who puts life and ginger into
his work. He was a good man when he
playved with the St. Louis Nationals, a weak
team, and with a strong club like the athletics
he is bound to improve. Reverting to the
pitcher's box, don't overlook Dygert and
Coombs. Dygert has more sand than any
young pitcher in the country and his ex-
perience in the past should round him into
a topnotcher, Coombs, too, will do good
work for us, as he is one of the most capable
newcomers in a big league that I have ever
seen. [ do not say that we will win the pen-
nant, but we will be pretty close to the top
at the finish.

Jockey Walter Miller has arrived here
from California and is enjoying & Pest at
his home in Beverly road, Flatbush. He
has not taken on any weight, apparently,
since he left the Eastern tracks last fall and
says that he will probably begin riding again
at Washington. Miller says that he had a
fine time at Oakland and was royally treated
there.

SIX DAVIS CUP MEN DECLINE,

Wright and Bohr Only Tennis Players to
Aocept.

From what was said yesterday by a mem-
ber of the executive committes of the United
States National Lawn Tennis Association
the American team to take part in the Davis
international trophy competitions will be
muade up of Beals C. Wright, Karl H. Behr,
Jr., and one other man. This statement was
based on the face of returns from the pre-
liminary requests sent to the leading lawn
tennis players on this side as to whether they
could go to England if selected.

Those to whom the bids were sent were

William J. Clothier, the present national
cl'\lmpion: William A. Larped, Beals (.
Wright, Frederick B. Alexander, Kdrl H,

Behr, Jr., Raymond D. Little and Harold H.
Hackett, who are the seven ranking players
of 1908, and Malcolm D. Whitman, American
champion of 1808, 1800 and 1000, and Holcombe
Ward, American singles champion in 1904,
gmd with Beals C. Wright, doublea champion
in 1004, 1005 and 1908, as well as with D, F,
Davis, doubles champions in 1809, 1900 and
1901,

From these nine men the strongest players,
of the United States at this time, it was con-
fidently expected that a team would be chosen
that would amply uphold the American
standard in lawn tennis. Since the prelimi-
nary requests were sent out, however, an-
swers have been received by the int. national
committee, which have in a way destroyed
#ome of the hopes. W. J. Clothier and W,
A. Larned, who only recently entered into
the stock broking business here, have decided
that they cannot spare the time from business
that the preliminary training and the trip
would require.

Malcolm D. Whitman, who made an ex-
ceptional record while he was playing, hardly
meeting a defeat, was another hope of the
comimttee. He has announced, however,
l._hnt he cannot make it possible to go along.
The same answer has been returned by Hol-
combe Ward, although in view of the state-
ment he made when he returned last
year from England that was not unexpected.
Mr. Ward said then that he would not again
be a member of an American team to go
abroad.

Alexander -had announced earlier that he
(_muld not go abroad this coming season, as he
intended to be away later agd could not give
the time in the summer. Harold H. Hackett
also said yesterday that he could not give the
time from business to take so long a trip.

This eliminates six of the nine men named.
The worst blow of all, possioly, outside of
Whitman's refusal, is that Clothier could not
go. The tall Harvard man played fine lawn
tennis last season and undoubtedly would
have improved greatly in the coming season
Hemight very well have been the hardest man
for the English to handle. Whitman, after
being out of the game for several seasons, may
have decided that he could not get back into
utmfuvt?r condition on short notice

Beals C. Wright, the former Ameri ancliam-
pion, and Karl H. Behr, Jr., are the only men
who have answered that they surely will go.
Raymond D. Little is doubtful on the poiat.
He was the captain of the American team
last year and played very good tennis abroad.
There is more than half a chance that he will
be the third American selected to go.

It was said yesterday by the member of
the executive committee who is the authority
for the foregoing statements that the com-
mittee, lnhlnkcocnlunoo of the fact that
Wright and hr were the men who could
surely go, were proceeding with them as a
nucleus for the team, confident because of
the abllities of these two players that they
would represent the country adequately in
the international tournament,

It was sald further that the committee
had been able to arrange nothing definite as
to plans for the players or arrangements
for the championship contests on the other
side. It was said that it was too early as yet
to have anything deflnite done. Later it will
be announced where the American challen-
@ers will begin their training for the matches,
Wright sailed a week ago with his brother
Irving for the south of France. He and his
hrother are taking a rest and it is expected
that the former champion will come back
to this country in better condition than he
was hefore the contests of |last vear

It is expected that he will have recovered
completely by that time from the effecta of
the blood poisoning which followed the cut-
ting of his right hand on a bottle in the Cres.
cent A O elubhouse just hefore the Ameri-
cans left for England.

By another member of the executive com-
mitiea It was explained that funds for the
tennis players would not be raised this year
by subscrintion, as that plan had caused
comment. last year. It s expectad that
either the players will pay all themselves
or elsa that thev will pay part and the Lawn
Tennis Association will put up what is needed
in addition. Thesa matters of finance, of
selection of the team and of the schedule
of play bhefore the team leaves are in the
hands of the international committee, Dir
James Dwight, nresident of the National Lawn
Tennis Aasociation: Robert D. Wrenn and
William J. Clothier.

By winning both games in the match for
the women's chess championship of the
U'nited States at the Hotel Martha Washing-
ton yesterday Mrs. S, R. Burgess of St
Lounis, the challenger for the championship
honora, took the lead from Mrs. (. P. Frey,
the champion, and at the close of hostilities
yeaterday evening had the advantage by
2 games to 1. The expert from Missouri
showed herself to be most resourceful in
attack, although not always exact In the
exection.

The second game of the series was begun
at 1030 o'cloek in the morning, Mrs. Frey
having the move in a queen’s gambit, which
her adversary declined. Mrs. Burgess won
a pawn quite early, only 1o have it wrested
from her nine moves later by a clever ma-
neuvre on the gnrt of the champion. Ob-
taining also the better position, Mrs. Frey in
turn won a pawn, and she looked a sure win-
ner. The ending, however, proved mora diffi-
cult than at firat appeared, and Mrs. Burgess,
by playing her king to the centre of the board,
soon had her material back and a passed
pawn on the queen's flle. Although material
was otherwise even, this slight advantage
turned out sufficient to enable Mrs. Burgess
to win after fifty-eight moves. 'This game
lasted four hours, .

The third game began at 4 o’clock in the
afternoon, and in this edcounter Mrs. Burgeas
was seen Lo splendid advantage. Her tactics
in establishing & king's side attack, after
phwin' her own monarch on the queen’s
side of the board, left nothing to he desired,
Mrs. Frey was constrained to part with her
queen for a rook and hishop. his was prac-
tically the beginning of the end. Mrs., Bur-
gess forced resignation after thirty-nine

CHICAGOAN WINS FIRST
PIONSHIP GAME,

Slow 1o Begin, the “Wille Heppe™ of
Amateurs Shows Surprising Skill In
Mateh With Reolls of Philladelphia ~Runs
Out With 64 In Thirtysecond Inning.

Calvin Demarest, the young Chicagoan,
won the opening billiard match last night
of the seventh annual amateur tournament
for the national championship. In the grand
concert hall of the Liederkranz Club, Fifty-
eighth street and Park avenue, Demarest
defeated T. Mortimer 8. Rolls of Philadelphia
by the score of 200 points to 199. The winner's
average was 9 12-32, while the loser's was
¢ 7-32. The “Willie Hoppe"” of amateurs
was alow in starting, but once he had begun

Jto gauge the speed of the table he rapidly

forged ahead and outplayed his opponent.

The games scheduled for to-day will bring
Edward W. Gardner, the present champion,
against Charles F. Conklin of Chicago in
the matinée game at 330 o'clock. In the
evening J. Ferdinand Poggenburg will meet
Dr. L. L. Mial, beginning at 813 o'clock.

The table, set with ample space about it in
the centre of the elaborately decorated hall,
was surrounded by a representative gathering
of lovers of the game. The officers of the
National Association of Amateur Billiard
Players, the governing body in the sport,
were present, including the president, Frank
J. Nowell, of the Chicago Athletic Associa-
tion; J. G. Jenkins, Jr., of the Hanover Club,
vice-president; (i, O, Rudolphy, treasurer;
E. L. Montgomery, secretary; Dr. A. B. Miller,
David J. Burtis, J. Byron-Stark, James
Sparry, John McKee, Major Waters, George,
E. Slosson, Maurice Daly, H. H. Hollias,
Orville 8. Oddie and others.

Among groups of friends were the remain-
ing four competitors for the championship
honors -J. Ferdinand Poggenburg of the
I.!edvrkrlnr, Club and ex-champion; Edward
W. Gardner of Passaic, N. J., the holder of the
title, Charles F. Conklin of the Chicago Ath-
letie Association, also an ex-champion, and
Dr. Leonidas 1. Mial of this city, They were
the leaders in the applause at each good shot.

Long before the initial match of the seventh
annual tourpament for the amateur title
began, players and followers of the game
assembled in groups about the clubhouse,
in the hallways and various rooms and dis-
cussed the chances of the aspirants for the
newly offered trophy. With a unanimity
that was surprising the young amateur Wil-
lie Hoppe of billiards, Calvin Demarest,
was the most favored. That was before he
had even put cue to a ball for the match of
the night. The experienced plaver, Poggen-
burg, had many friends, and there were many
followers of the game who were free to admit
tha! in their estimation the premier contest
of the whole series would be that in which
Poggenburg and Demarest met, with the
chances of the championship falling to the
successful  contestant of that particular
match

In every aspect it was a notahle gatherin
of lovers of the game that found places o
advantage about the table. The oondi-
ditions were most favorable and the 800 seats
so arranged that it was possible for all to get
a fair view of each shot

Chairman Rudolph Schaefer introduced
the ?llnyoars and also Hubert Giills, president
of the Liederkranz Club, The latter wel-
comed the billiardiste to the club and re-
ferred to the previous tournaments which
the orr\l‘l_m/.nllnn had held for the champion-
ship. hen he had finished Demarest and
Rolls made the opening bank shot for the
lead, the Philadelphian Wmnin“ br a hair's
breadth and selecting the white ball, )

Rolls negotiated the regulation opening
carom to a nicety and then missed widely
on a single cushion shot, Demarest followed
with 3, the first and second being good cushion
shots, and he was finally kissed off because of
his own carelesaness in trying to bring the
fvory glohes to the short rail Both of the
contestants lapsed badly for the next three
innings and then Rolis put together a small
cluster of 15. He executed a number of tine
open table shots to accumulate the first of
these. \When he appeared to have the ivories
rolling together nicely he slipped up on a
follow. Three turns later the Philadelphian
coaxed the balls together and worked out a
run of 27 caroms in which he began to give a
glimpse of his truea form. He had not steadied
to his game, however, and he slumped badly
for the next four innings

The vouthful Demarest began to count in
double figures on his sixth turn at the green
plateau, In this inning he gathered 10 and
immediately hacked it with 12, & run that oon-
tained A number of diMcult massé shots, all
of which he plaved with ease A line up in
one of the corners finally proved his undoing,
for he nonchalantly tried & massé and nipped
the ball too lightly, so that it rolled off and
missed the carrom, .\ll unremunerative in
ning of 2 followed. Then Demarest drew the
balls to the short rail for the short table ays-
tem, He assembled them with care and had
the ivories under the spell of his cue and

oing 0 nicely that the spectators settled
ﬁm"k fora highrun. The fourteenth count was
something of a puzzler. as the cue ball was
frozen to the object ball. Demarest solved
it by a phenomenal mass: which hardly dis-
turbed the balls, and then retired again by
what appeared to be carelessuess in a shot to
the cushion

On Rolls’'s miss Demarest came at once
to the table and this time tallied 23 carroms
along the end rail by speedy manipulation of
the spheres. He was careless at the end again,
and the error proved costly, for the kiss off in
trying for a drive and gather spoiled his
chances of distancing Rolls.

But the “Willie Hoppe” of amateurs partly
redeemed himself by opening the next inning
with a double drive across the table for three
cushions, in which he net only held the balls
in perfect position but assembled them for
further counting Again his propensity to
bring the balls to kissing at inopportune
moments caused his retirement at 5 A run

Bothi men experienced some rebellion on

the part of the rolling glohes for the six in-
nings following.

RECEIVER FOR BROOKLYNS?

Judgment for 52,000 Entered Agalnst
Ball Team.

Trouble appears to be hemming in the
Brooklyn Baseball Club on all sides. With
bitter strife between two factions, Edward
Hanlon and F. A, Abell on the one hand
and C. H. Ebbets and H. W. Medicus on
the other, it looks as if the club would be
tangled up by court proceedings for some
time to come. As a result of one of three
separate suits brought against the club by
Hanlon and Abell judgment for $52,000 was
entered by default in the Hudson County
Court yesterday.

In bringing this suit Hanlou and Abell
represent the Baltimore Club, which was
consolidated with the Brooklyn Club several
years ago, and they allege that $40,000 which
was loaned by Baltimore to Brooklyn re-
mains unpaid. The judgment yesterday
was taken by Howard CGriffiths of Jersey
City, counsel for the plaintiffs, by reason
of the failyre of the defendants to file their
afMdavit of merit, the time for doing which
expired last Friday. The amount of the
Judgment is $40,000 with $12,000 interest,

According to Lawyer Grifiths, he will
now move for the appointment of a re-
ceiver under the New Jersey law, who will
be vmi)o\nnd to sell the franchise and dis-
pose of the entire stock of the club, which is
A New Jersey corporation. These proceed-
ings will begm ina few days. Griffiths said
vesterday that the failure to file the plea
of merit will prevent Ebbets and Medicus
from putting in a defence, even i the judg-
ment should be reopened.

In addition to the judgment there are
chancery proceedinfsm pendln{h against
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Ebbets, president o e Hrool Club,
which will come up for a hearing in the near
future. Under the amended charter of the
Brooklyn Club the ulnrr of the president
was fixed at $4,000. It is set forth by the
Rlalnuﬂo that for the past three vears Ebbets
as been drawing $10,000 a year, the minorit
stockholders arguing that this is illega
and suing to compel him to refund the balance,
Regarding (ne.rz 000 judgment, Griffiths
further explained the case yesterday in this

way.

“iu 1800 the National League was reduced
to eight clubs and in consequence of this re-
duction the teams representing Baltimore,
Loulsville, Cleveland and Washingten were
dropped. It was agreed, however, by the
other clubs in the league to pay the owners
of these four clubs certain suins respectively
for their retirement, Under the agreement
the owners of the Baltimore club were to re-
ceive about $40,000. ‘These moneys were
paid by the National League to the Balti-
more Club 1o instalments covering a period
of five years, During these years the Brook-
lvn Baseball Club was in financial embarrass-
ment and this entire sum was loaned by the
Baltimore club to the Brook!yn club, and not
a dollar of this money has ever been paid back,
The suit is brought by the Baltimore club
to recover this amount with interest, which
is 852,000 "

When the Baltimore and the Brooklyn
clubs were consolidated the stockholders
of the new Broohl{’:,\ club were Abell, H. R.
Von der Horst, Ebbets and Hanlon. Ebbets,
with the financial backing of Medicus, bought
Von der Horst 8 stock a few weeks before the
latter died. This deal enabled Ebbets and
Medicus to control a majority of the stock.
Hanlon had his salary of $12.500 reduced and
later left the club to manage the Cincinnati
team

Ebbets has said on several occasions re-
cently that the suits were due to malice and
jealousy and that in his opinion they would
amount to little or nothing
